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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 10/18/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the vertical tube member could not be used 
as a support means for holding a garage door in an open position. This is not found persuasive 
because as can be seen in Figure 2 of the drawings, the stanchion as a singular item has a 
horizontal base which would allow for stable placement on the floor and a vertical height which 
would maintain a garage door when placed underneath it in an ajar position. With respect to 
Group III, reference is drawn to Patent 3,967,908 that provides for an angle bracket in use as a 
roof joist. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. Claims 16-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 10/18/04. 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 16-20 to 
an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 10/18/04. Applicant is reminded that 
a complete reply to this action should include the cancellation of these claims. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to because Figure 3, numbers "20" and "18' are reversed. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
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include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended."

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to teach the use of a first and second angle brackets attaching a plurality 
of support stanchions to vertical posts having an additional horizontal beam affixed to the back 
plates of the angle brackets and in use with horizontal rails supported by the stanchions.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Dejonge et al. (US 6,467,434), Delouvee et al. (US 6,227,757), Andersen (US 
3,802,392).
